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SCHUMAN PICKS 
FRENCH CABINET 
IN LABOR CRISIS 


Troops Protect Paris 
Against New Disorders; 
Bidault Keep's Old Job 


PARIS, Monday, Nov. 24 


(AP)—Premier Robert bchu- 
man ended, France's four-day- 
old political crisis early today 
by announcing the formation 
of a coalition government, but im- 
mediately was confronted by the 
threat of labor disorders expected 
to break out in Pans within a few 
hours.

The 61-year-old 
Schuman's 


government was France's sev- 
enth since the liberation from 
the Nazis and was composed of 
six members of Schuman's Pop- 
ular 
Republican 
Movement 


(MRP), five members of the 
Socialist 
party's right 
wing, 


three middle-of-the-road Radi- 
cal Socialists and one moderate 
Independent Republican. 


As Schuman announced his gov- 


ernment after 36 hours of dickering 
\\ith the leaders of all the major 
political parties except the Com- 
munists 
and Gen. Charles de 


Gaulle's rally of the French People, 
troops, mobile guardsmen and police 
and police guarded Pans, ready for 
trouble expected at 6 a. m. \vhen 
the Paris subway opens with in- 
creased fares. 


The troops were rushed 
into 


Pans yesterday and reservists of 
the 1947 class were ordered to re- 
port immediately to Fontainebleau, 
40 miles south of Pans. 


Georges Bidault, (MRP) re- 


tained his position as minister 
of foreign affairs. 
He served 


in the cabinet of Schuman's 
predecessor, 
Paul 
Ramadier, 


who declined appointment as 
minister of the interior, offering 
poor health as his reason. 


Leon Blum, elder statesman of 


the French Socialists, also declined 
appointment 
as vice-premier 
in 


charge of social affairs. 


The individual ministers were ex- 


pected to go directly from President 
Vincent Auriol's residence, Elysees 
palace, to their respective minis- 
tries to take over their j'obs from 
the outgoing cabinet which had 
remained at work since Ramadier 
resigned the past Wednesday night. 


Political sources said Schuman's 


negotiations yesterday were high- 
lighted by Auriol's pleading for a 
quick formation of a government in 
view of the nation's menacing labor 
situation and threatened social agi- 
tation. 


As the new premier entered the 


president palace with his ministers, 
he declared" 


"We intend to act and we 


will talk as little as possible. 
We have before us a Consider- 
able and difficult task. We are 
counting on discipline and the 
good will of all Frenchmen to 
carry out this task successfully." 


Regarded as a financial expert 


and little known to the general pub- 
lic, 
Schuman's task will be to at- 


tempt to restore labor peace to

"The Romanian government,'1 it 


added, "cannot admit that the a'cT 
of justice be made the object of 
discussion of a foreign power." 


The note concluded: 
"The Romanian people, through 


the voice of their justice, has con- 
victed the traitorous actions of the 
leaders of the former National Pea- 
sant party who placed themselves 
in the service of foreign interests, 
condemning by this act also the 
attempt at foreign interference in 
the internal life of Romania."

EANWHILE, the first Christmas card 


in the United States had been pub- 


lished by R. H. Pease of Albany, N. Y. It 
was a commercial card picturing a family 
group, toys, a Christmas dinner, a wassail 
bowl, and advertising Pease's store. The 
card is not dated, and since Pease was in 
business in Albany from 1834 to 1855. it 
is possible that this card was even 
earlier than William Egley's. Louis Prang, 
who issued his first cards from his htho 
shop in Boston in 1874, is known as the 
"Father of the American Christmas Card." 
Within a few years his cards were world- 
famous for their beauty and craftsman- 
ship, and were being sold all over the 
United States. Reproduced in as many 
as twenty colors, the Prang cards are 
unsurpassed by even the modern Christmas 
cards. Many were large in size and trim- 
med with a luxurious silk fringe, and sold 
for several dollaFS- apiece. 
Unlike the 


present-day cards, however, Prang's cards 
pictured few of the traditional Christmas 
scenes, using instead designs featuring 
spring flowers, children playing, harvest 
scenes, birds and animals.

YOUR HEALTH

BLEEDING into the eye is important 


not only as a threat to vision, but be- 
cause it often indicates disorders else- 
where in the body which need immediate 
attention. 


Various parts of the eye are subject to 


hemorrhages, and the seriousness of the 
bleeding usually depends on which part 
is affected. 
For example, an injury or 


blow to the eye may cause bleeding under 
the conjunctiva or lining membrane of 
the eyeball. The average patient is upset 
bv this type of bleeding, but generally it 
is of little importance and clears up -with- 
out treatment. 


Sometimes, however, this type of bleed- 


ing occurs in older people without any 
apparent cause. In these cases it is im- 
portant because it may indicate some 
weakness of the blood vessels, and calls 
for a careful examination to make sure 
that such patients are no: suffering from 
hardening 'of the arteries, particularly the 
arteries which supply the retina or back 
part of the eyeball with blood 


A large hemorrhage into the eye .may 


be caused by a blow or a fail on the 
head. In Treating thi5; condition, warm 
comnresses are employed and, as a rule, 
the blood is absorbed in'abour two weeks. 


Hemorrhages may occur in the area 


located m the back part of the eyeball. 
If the hemorrhage is large _ enough, it 
niav inieifere *I.li the cjcMglil. 
Sucli 


hemorrhages are usually painless. They 
may occur as a resul* of a fail, harden- 
ing" o: the arteries, or inflammation of 
the retina. 


In adolescent or maturing boys, a type 


of bleeding into this part of the eye 
occurs from time to time. This disturb- 
ance tends to last many vears. 
It is 


thought that it may be due to tucer- 
culosis. but may also be caused by some 
disturbance of the gland? of internal 
secretion, such as the thyroid gland in the 
neck or a pituitary gland at the base of 
the brain. 
Rest i? an important factor in the 


treatment. There are no special measures 
which seem to be of particular value. 


Bleeding into the eve mav also occur 


m conditions whirh affect the blood it- 
seif. such as anemia, or lessening of the 
coloring of the blood, leukemia, in which 
there IK a great increase in the number 
of white blood cells, and purpura. in 
which there is bleeding due to changes 
in the composition of the blood. Of 
course, in such instances treatment con- 
sists in relieving the disorder producing 
the hemorrhage.
